With Humble Tools the 
Wrights Built First Fly- 


ing Machine

DETROIT. — A simple, home-made 


drafting table contrived from u cou- 
ple of saw-horses. A crude gas engine 
driving a shaft to which are hooked 
a drill, handsaw, lathe, and emery 
wheel. A simple, bricklined welding 
and soldering furnace. 


With these elemental tools, which 


many a modern mechanic would scorn 
as inadequate to build a better mouse- 
trap, was made the first airplane to 
lift itself from the ground and fly 
under its own power. 


They are all together here now, hous- 


ed in their original buildings, the 
whole having been moved bodily to 
Henry 
Ford's Greenfield village at 


Dearborn. The Dayton, Ohio, bicycle 
shop and the little white house in 
which Wilbur and Orvillc Wright liv- 
ed, stand together ready to honor Or- 
villc in.person aiicl nicmoralizc his dead 
brother Wilbur on April 16. That is 
the 71st anniversary of Wilbur Wright's 
birth. He died in 1912. 


Object Lesson 


Tu recreate the Wright workshop as 


an object lesson to every man of what 
can be done with crude facilities, pro- 
vided that grit and brains are added, 
Ford has been working since a year 
ago last October. Orvillc Wright has 
ictively aided in obtaining the authcn- 
ic equipment and furnishings which 
•cmain, and in attesting from mein- 
>ry the correctness of what had to be 
luplicated.

DETROIT.—When you lalk to Wal- 


ter L. Fry, you gel the idea right awaj 
that here is a man who, despite all the 
recent fun poking at the little busi- 
nessmen, firmly Ijclievcs that group i.s 
potentially the most powerful political 
force in America. 


That belief is behind Fry's desire 


to call a national convention here in 
Detroit which would create an organ- 
xiatio.ii capable of "establishing a more 
equitable balance of voting power of 
opposition to all present oppressive 
political and administrative power." 


Fry, who won fleeting fame two 


years ago as the frist employer to con- 
duct a one-man sitdown against his 
employes, has sent out more than 21),- 
000 letters to selected little business 
and professional men, seeking their 
support for Litllc Business, Inc., his 
suggested name for a new organisation 
similar to that which met in Washing- 
ton, but "without government inter- 
ference." 


Mass Organization 


Instead of a carefully-selected and 


respective body of small business men 
to go to Washington and advise the 
government on their needs and views 
Fry envisions an aggressive mass or- 
ganization of small business men anc 
their employes which would actuall> 
hold the balance of political |>owcr. 


He is much impressed by a news- 


paper columnist's claim that "out o

Fortunately for this project 
Orville Wright has lived there ever 
since the days when he and his broth- 
er were "those crazy fellows down at 
the bicycle shop wh osay they are go- 
ing lo fly." Most of his old furniture 
and equipment remained either in his 
hands or in those of a woman who had 
been their housekeeper and to whom 
they gave much of their 
furniture. 


Thus acquiring il wa.s simpler than in 
many such cases of reconstruction. 


The Ford men even found the com- 


plete equipment of a print shop, type- 
eases and makeup stones, which the 
Wright boys had operated in Dayton 
when they were very young and before 
the bicycle-shop days. That equip- 
ment has been installed in the restored 
bicycle shop, though il was not origi- 
lall.y in that building. 


Historic Planes 


The third airplane motor the Wright 


joys ever built has been obtained for 
lisplay; but the original Wright plane 
hat changed the world's history at 
Citty Hawk i.s of course in an English 
nuseum, and Henry Ford was no more 
successful than any other American 
bus far in attempting to get il back. 
There are other historic planes neai - 


jy in the museum of the Ford Edison 
nstitute, however, including an earl> 
ileriot, sister ship of the first plane 
.0 fly the English Channel; Admiral 
iiyrd's "Josephine Ford," in which he 
'lew over Ihe North Pole; the "Floyd

Hatchery 
reports

Hempstfiid county farm families are 
buying better quality chicks this year 
than over before. This trend points to 
better laying flocks next 
fall 
and 


winter. However, if the quality pur- 
chased in baby chicks is to be. curried 
on to the laying flock the chicks must 
receive proper feed and care. Inade- 
quate feed will quickly offset 
the 


advantage of good breeding. 


Chicks should be fed a balanced ra- 


tion that contains all the food 
nu- 


trients necessary for proper growth 
and 
development. 
Proteins are es- 


sential Io growth and usually give best 
results when supplied by feers of 
animal origin, such as milk or meat 
sclaps, according to S. A. Moore, ex. 
tension 
poultryman, 
University 
of 


Arkansas 
College 
of 
Agriculture. 


Limestone or oyster shells and .suc- 
culent green feed are necessary to pro- 
vide certain minerals and vitamins 
which are essential. These feeds may 
be combined with home grown grains 
in .such a way as to make :i com- 
pletely balanced 
ration. 
After the 


complete ration has been secured, it 
should be kept before the birds in 
enough hoppers so that all chicks can 
fat at one time. 


After chicks arc three weeks old, 


they should be given access to un- 
limited quantities 
of 
limestone or 


oyster shell as well as hard grit such 
as granite, course sand, or gravel, Mr.
